this afternoon defeated the Senate "sub- 
sidy" amendment to the 
Postoffice 


Appropriation bill by an overwhelming 
majority. The debate, vihich had been 
going on siace Tuesday morning, came 
to an end at 3 o'clock and the voting on 
Ihe amendments began. 
To-day the 


debate continue* under the five minute 
rale and there were several lively little 
spats, principally on the Democratic 
side cf the House. One of the strongest 
speeches was delivered by Goff, of West 
Virginia, who aaid that the present was 
not the first time the Democratic party 
hud made an alliance with foroign nations 
against the extensions of American 
commerce. The cruisers of the so-cnlled 
Confederate States, built by foreigners, 
he said, swept the commerce of tbe 
country from the seas. Abram S. Hew- 
itt delivered a spirited speech, and be 
cause of the fact that it was not known 
how he would vote, he was listened to 
by all present. He managed to say a 
great deal in a short space ol time, but 
his hearers wer» as much in doubt as to 
his position when he sat down as before, 
Later on Mills, of Tex-is, and McMillan, 
of Tennessee, prodded him somewhat, 
and then Randal! and Blonnt, who in 
order named were the last speakers 
tried to badger him. Randall, in qnot 
ing the utterances of H»witt managed t< 
get the latter to say, "I differ with th 
geutleinuii from Pennsylvania." "Yes 
we differ on a good many things, and 
am glail of it," W»B Randall's response 


Hewitt, when the vote was taken b 


yeas and nays, did not respond on th 
first call of the roll, but seeing the wa 
things were drifting, voted on the se 
ond call against the amendment. Th 
motion to non-ooncur was carried by 
rote of 173 yeas to 80 nays. 
All of th 


neaative vote but six came from th 
Democratic side of the House. 
Wit 


•the Democrats against the amendment 
-were twenty-seven Republicans. 


As to what will be tbe result of the 


disagreement between the Senate and 
th* House on the amendment, there is 
difference of opinion. Some are inclined 
io think that the overwhelming vota in 
the House, more than two-thirds against 
the proposition, will signify to the Sen- 
ate that the House will not yield under 
any circumstances. On the other hand, 
the Senators assert that i! anything is 
to be done to build up tie foreign com- 
merce of the country, this is the best 
way to begin, and they a'e not disposed 
to readily recede from tbe position they 
have taken. A long deadlock between 
•the two houses over the matter would 
)lot cause surprise, and at the present 
writing it is hard to &ay which will give 
way. It is not improbable that the 
disagreement will result m prolonging 
the session. 


Yons, May 20th.—Mr. P.ose, 


manager of the Foreign Draft Exchange 
in this city said to a correspondent to- 
day: "It teems to me there is a great 
future for California in fruit of every 
kind here. Little other frnit is in the 
Eastern markets during February, March 
and April. Th* lately-established Cali- 
fornia Fruit Union will largely increase 
the shipments and facilitate sales. Two 
birds ol the advantages are in favor of 
aHfornia, as compared 
with other 


ountries. First, the distance is com- 
aratively short when you remember 
lat a steamer from Spain is out from 
fteen to twenty days aud refrigerator 
ars keep the frnit in healthy condition; 
esides, the steamers generally cany 
_mch cargo likely to injure frnit. Th* 
ystem of transmission will no doubt be 
till further improved. The consnmp- 
ion in tbe East is on the increase. 
The production in California is also in- 


reasing. Their system of preparing, 
ireserving, packing aud shipping has 
jotably improved. 
California fruit of 


very species compares favorably with 
oreign fruits, and California raisins are 
admittedly better for bummer use. 
Nothing brought n»ar so high u price in 
our market ibis year as Riverside navel 
oranges at $5 to $6, against $4 forMed- 
tenanean boxes. The second point 
greatly in favor of California fruit is 
,hat no duty is paid on its products, 
whilst foreigners are subject to taxation. 
Foreign raisins, for instance, pay a duty 
of two cents per pound. The outlook 
for California, theiefore, is bright and 
encouraging." 


Silver lUte. 


A letter from H. B. Mason, a promi- 


nent business man in Canon, appears 
•laewher* in this paper. Though Mr. 
Mason says he U practically ineligible 
for a nomination by a party convention, 
because be will not bemean himself by 
reeorting to the tactics of the politician, 
and bend the supple hinges of the kaee, 
before the bosses, that thrift may follow 
fawning, he layi'ftown, an excellent plat- 
form—one which is broad •nongh for 
every good citizen to stand upon, suffi- 
ciently comprehensive to embrace every 
living issue, and withal so plain that the 
dallest intellect can not fail to under- 
stand it. Mr. Mason, as a Congressman, 
would beyond doubt, endeavor, to the 
best uf bis ability—and his abilities are 
of no mean order,—to carry into effect, 
by legislation, the principles which he 
believes to be right. As those princi- 
ples are in accord with the sentiments ol 
a latge majority of Democrats, perhaps if 
they should tender him the nomination 
for Congress he would accept it. So 
far as the Silver State can learn, the 
Democratic party of Nevada does not 
bold its primary conventions at the Pal- 
ace Hotel or railroad offices, and after- 
wards go through the farcical perform 
ance of having the ticket selected at one 
or both of those places ratified by a 
number of delegates in a so-called State 
Convention. Therefore, a nomination 
from that party, unsolicited by him 
would doubtless be acceptable to Mr 
Mason. His words have the true ring 
and il there is anything in his principle 
that is inconsistent with true Deinoc 
nicy, we confess our inability to distiu 
gnish it.

of the citizen and the economy in his 
management which ownership always 
stimulates. This policy, the report 
submits, should become a national one. 
The bill which the report accompanies 
proposes that no alien or foreigner who 
has not declared his intention to become 
a citizen of tbe United States, nor any 
corporation a tenth oi whose stock is 
owned or controlled by aliens or foreign- 
ers, shall have the right to acquire real 
estate in any of the Territories of the 
United States.

The Pioohe Record says: Miss Moore, 


the artist, who recently returned from

Mountain Meadows, reports that the 
banks of the deep wash have widened of 
late by caving; that tbe spot where the 
remains of tha murdered emigrants 
were thrown in a pile, and dirt thrown 
over them, is now on the brink of it, 
and ere another year rolls by will CUT* 
in, the spot forever blotted oat, a thing 
that the Mormons have BO feverently 
wished and prayed for years, and the 
bones of tbe slaughtered people borne 
by the freshet down and strewn along 
the wash. About a mile and a half 
from this spot, at tbe side of the road, 
beneath a cedar bash, are buried the 
remains of a man and woman, and by 
displacing a few of the stones piled over 
them, the skull of the woman, with a 
ballet hole in it, was eiposd to \i«w. 
The bones at the Meadows are, owing 
to the elements, being uncovered, and 
many are exposed. The Government 
should hove these bones re-buried and 
the spot where they rest protected, not 
alone for the sake of humanity, but also 
for the awe and dread {the Mormons 
hold it. Many are the stories told about 
it, some of which arc pathetic and in- 
teresting, but it is rarely that the peo- 
ple will talk of them, and then only 
after yon have gained their confidence.
